THE END OF THE WAR 
DEBTS 


Hints of the existence of a de- 
‘tailed British plan for the liquida- 
tion nt a single stroke of the pro- 
blems connected with Europe’s war 
debts to America have followed 
quickly upon the completion of the 
presidential election campaign. 
Very little is known regarding the 
actual scheme but substantially it 
appears to involve the wiping out 
of inter-governmental debts. en- 
tircly by the flotation ‘of a huge 
international Joan at a low rate 
of Interest. The debts, sub- 
stantially reduced, na they would 
be, would be transferred from gov- 
ernments to private Investors, Bri- 
tain, France and Italy, instead of 
owing astronomical sums to the 
United States Government, would 
owe substantially less to 
multitude of Individuals. Govern- 


.| ments would retire from the money- 


lending busincss. a 

If this correctly summarises the 
scheme, ft is one of notable im- 
portance, deserving ~ thought and 
discussion, There are many 
technical ‘difficulties in the way and 
the negotiations would possibly he 
full of dissension. Intergovern- 
mental indebtedness inevitably 
lends to antagonisms, an admitted 
fact which provides, in itself, an 
nadequnte reason for earnest consi- 
deration of any proposals designed 
to climinnte such indebtedness. 
No-one belioves that the present 
funding arrangements will be carri- 
ed out literally to their bitter ond. 
The successful completion of tho 
work begun at Lausanne depends 
entirely upon America’s rond!ness 
to consider modifications. Am- 
erica has consistently refused to 
hitch debt payments to tho falling 
star of reparations, but juat as the 
huge concessions made by. France 
to Gormany were Inevitable, so a 
reduction in the obligations of the 
Allies to the United States must bo 
regarded ag inevitable,

ences can be compromised and the 
A settlement of 
the issue, ‘and removal of its dis- 
ruptive effect on world commerce, 
would constitute one of the 
strongest possible aids to gcneral 
economic recovery. There {8 no 
reason for American politicians to 
cast suspicion upon the action of the 
diplomats at Lausanne, but there is 
every reason for the American 
State Department-to keep the way 
open for whatever negotiations may 
be necessary to effect an all-around 
agreement—and for American 
public opinion to prepare to ratify 
it. 


Remembrance Day. 


It is difficult to believe that 
fourteen years have pagsed since 
the Great War came to an end. 
To-day, in all parts of the world, 
the anniversary of the Armistice 
is being observed, reealling the 
grent sigh of relief which went up 
from war-weary peoples when at 
long Inst the wenpons of war were 
laid aside, To-day, the dominant 
theme everywhere will be pence 
and its preservation. Not that we 
can ever: forget those who laid 
down their lives in the great 
struggle: they have gone to their 


ai honoured rest, and the memory of 


thelr sacrifice will long remain. 
But if Armistice Day is to mean 
anything its observance must more 
and more centre on the need for 
building up such a solid -welght of 
public opinion ‘as will make n 
is repetition of the 1914-18 
upheaval an impossibility, Un- 
happily, there fs still evidence in 
some parts of the world of the 
spirit which is based on the 
Principle that Might is Right.

And there are 
aleo the many unsolved problema 
left by the great conflict, atll 
pressing for solution, By-slow de- 
grees, however, the urgency of 
getting rid of these danger-spots 
is being realised, and it is ‘to be 
hoped that before another Armis- 
tice anniversary comes found

say nothing of the long-standing 
war-debt issue. Unless somo real 
progress is made on these and 
other problems which 
direct outcome of the Great War, 
we may well dapair for the futuro 
of civilisation.
